The  Department  of  Music 

The  Department  of  Music  shares  with  other 
departments  of  the  university  in  making  the  arts 
an  integral  part  of  the  university’s  educational 
processes.  It  provides  resources  for  the 
development  of  musical  techniques  and 
scholarship  by  students  who  elect  music  as  their 
major,  and  enriching  musical  experiences  for 
students  from  other  departments  of  the  university. 
The  department  is  a  member  of  the  National 
Association  of  Schools  of  Music,  the  national 
accrediting  group  for  music. 

Curricula  in  music  lead  to  the  following 
degrees:  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Major  in  Music; 
Bachelor  of  Music  in  Applied  Music;  Bachelor  of 
Music  in  Music  Education;  and  Bachelor  of 
Music  in  Theory  and  Composition. 

For  music  majors,  the  department  provides 
professional  training  appropriate  to  students 
preparing  for  careers  as  teachers,  performers. 


scholars,  and  composers.  They  have  the 
advantage  of  traditional  instruction  and  the  most 
recent  developments  in  computerized  instruction, 
an  endeavor  in  which  the  department  is  an 
international  leader. 

Music  majors  are  expected  to  demonstrate  a 
level  of  musical  achievement  and  aptitude. 
Entrance  to  the  Department  of  Music  is 
contingent  upon  a  student’s  passing  a  series  of 
musicality  tests  and  an  audition. 

The  Amy  E.  du  Pont  Music  Building  was 
completed  in  1973.  Construction  was  made 
possible  by  a  grant  from  the  Unidel  Foundation 
which  was  the  principal  beneficiary  of  Miss 
du  Pont’s  estate  established  to  aid  and  promote 
higher  education  at  the  University  of  Delaware. 
The  building  is  organized  on  three  levels 
according  to  functional  needs  with  open  area 
extending  all  floors  to  a  massive  skylight. 


Wind  Ensemble 

A  select  group  of  42  wind  and  percussion 
instrumentalists,  the  Wind  Ensemble  performs 
a  series  of  concerts  on  campus  and  throughout 
the  state.  Repertoire  includes  a  wide  variety  of 
band  literature  and  compositions  for  varied  and 
specialized  instrumentation.  In  recent  years  the 
Wind  Ensemble  has  been  invited  to  perform  at 
meetings  of  the  College  Band  Directors  National 
Association  and  the  Music  Educators  National 
Conference.  Membership  is  open  to  all  university 
students  by  audition. 

Symphonic  Band 

The  Symphonic  Band  plays  a  variety  of  original 
band  music  and  transcriptions  in  performances  on 
campus  and  in  the  schools.  The  Symphonic  Band 
has  a  larger  instrumentation  than  the  Wind 
Ensemble  and  membership  is  open  to  all 
university  students  by  audition. 

Varsity  Band 

The  Varsity  Band  meets  during  the  fall  semester 
and  provides  an  opportunity  for  those  not 
involved  in  the  Marching  Band  to  rehearse 
concert  band  literature  and  perform  a  concert  in 
November. 

Marching  Band 

Comprised  of  150  instrumentalists  representing 
all  colleges  of  the  university,  the  marching  band 
performs  at  all  home  football  games.  This  well 


disciplined  musical  and  marching  group  has 
earned  the  praise  of  spectators  in  our  stadium 
and  in  the  stadia  of  many  of  our  football 
opponents,  and  is  considered  by  many  to  be  one  of 
the  finest  marching  bands  on  the  eastern 
seaboard.  Occasional  out-of-town  appearances 
are  made  possible  by  generous  alumni  support. 

Jazz  Ensemble 

The  Jazz  Ensemble  is  a  performing  organization 
whose  music  encompasses  the  current  trend  in 
jazz  band  literature.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  idio¬ 
matic  styles  and  their  conceptual  interpretation. 
Jazz  improvisation  is  incorporated  as  an  integral 
part  of  the  curriculum  with  stress  placed  on  the 
theoretical  approach  to  chord  changes.  In 
addition  to  performing  on  campus  with  guest 
artist-clinicians,  the  ensemble  provides 
educational  services  by  presenting  assemblies  for 
schools  throughout  the  state  and  guest 
appearances  at  high  school  jazz  festivals  in  the 
tri-state  area. 

University  Orchestra 

The  University  Orchestra  is  a  chamber  symphony 
ensemble,  limiting  itself  to  works  for  strings  and  a 
small  number  of  wind  players.  Baroque,  Roccoco, 
Classic,  and  Contemporary  periods  provide  the 
repertoire  for  this  group  with  frequent 
appearances  by  student  soloists.  Membership  is 
open  to  all  university  students  by  audition. 


The  University 

The  University  of  Delaware  is  a  state-assisted, 
privately  controlled,  land-grant  university.  It  is, 
first  of  all,  a  teaching  institution.  The  faculty  is 
distinguished  and  world  renowned.  Instruction  is 
provided  for  approximately  19,000  under¬ 
graduate,  graduate  and  continuing  education 
students.  Second,  the  University  is  a  center  for 
research  and  scholarship,  and  third,  it  is  an  agency 
for  service  to  the  State  of  Delaware. 

The  University  is  made  up  of  nine  colleges  and 
two  divisions.  The  Colleges  of  Agricultural 
Sciences,  Arts  and  Sciences,  Business  and  Eco¬ 
nomics,  Education,  Engineering,  Human 
Resources  and  Nursing  offer  programs  leading  to 
undergraduate  and  graduate  degrees.  The 
Division  of  Physical  Education,  Athletics  and 
Recreation  offers  undergraduate  and  graduate 
degree  programs  in  Physical  Education  and 
administers  intercollegiate  athletics,  intramural 


sports,  and  recreational  activities.  The  College 
of  Marine  Studies  and  the  College  of  Urban 
Affairs  and  Public  Policy  are  perhaps  best  known 
for  their  graduate  degree  programs  and  for  the 
extensive  research  and  service  activities 
oriented  to  the  state  and  the  region.  The  Division 
of  Continuing  Education  provides  educational 
services  to  citizens  of  the  region.  In  conference 
registrations  it  ranks  fifth  nationally,  and  in 
overall  registrations,  it  ranks  twelfth  nationally. 

All  fifty  states  and  many  foreign  countries  are 
represented  in  the  student  population  but 
Delaware  residents  comprise  almost  two-thirds  of 
the  undergraduate  enrollment.  Approximately  60 
percent  of  those  seeking  bachelor’s  degrees 
graduate  in  four  years,  and  an  estimated  75 
percent  obtain  a  degree  at  this  University  or  some 
other  institution.
